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REMARKS 

In the Official Action in paragraph 3, the Patent Examiner rejected claims 43, 
46, 49-51, 53, 54, 56, 58-60 and 63-67 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1, 4, 9, 11, 14 
and 25-29 inclusive of U.S. Patent No. 6,264,432 B1. It is believed that the correct 
number is U.S. Patent No. 6,264,462 B1 . 

In addition, claim 52 as set forth in paragraph 4 of the Official Action was also 
rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 43, 46, 49-51 , 53, 54, 56, 58-60 and 63-67 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,262,461 B1 in view of Morizot. et al . 

In paragraph 5, the Patent Examiner noted that claims 44, 45, 47, 48, 55, 57, 
61 and 62 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
